| WiND-WRECK ED. 


Work of the Terumado in 
Heatucky. 


LovisviLLtg, March 5.—A Stanford 
Ky., special to the Courier-Journal! 
says: “A terrible tornado, with a 
width of four hundred yards, swept 
through Casey county between the 
hours of two and three Saturday after- 
noon, doing frightful damage in the 
neighborhood of R'ch Hill, consisting 
of himself, wife, two grown daughters 
anda boy named 
and Wiiliam Saylor,a neighbor stop- 
ping at his house, were killed outright. 
Another man named Richardson had 
his shoulder and collar bone frightfully 
crushed. Mrs. Wesley’s body was 
blown 400 vards and her clothing was 
entirely stripped off. The two daugh- 
ters were carried fifty yards and were 
found locked in eac others arms. The 
father and nephew were fearfully man- 
gied, and all must have been killed by 
the force ufthetempest. The dwelling, 
3tables and out-houses were blown en- 
tirely away, the logs being shattered 
many yards and the hearth and foun- 
dation stones blown from their p'aces. 
In the vicinity of Mt. Olive, Mrs. Mor- 
gan, wife of John W. Morgan, was 
killed. The dwelling and out-houses 
of F. Floyd were completely swept 
away and thetimbers scattered in every 
direction. 

In the village of Mt. Olive, several 
houses were swept away and the re- 
mainder otherwise injured. Fences 
were blown away along the the whole 
course of the tornado, the posts and 
rails of fences being drawn out and torn 
into splinters and utterly destroyed.

The complainant alleged in her bill 
that J. A.G King, the defendant’s in- 
testate, on the 18th of December, 1866, 
by her permission sold certain persona! 
property of hers to the amount of 
$322 85, which sum she allowed him 
to keep with the express understand- 
ing and agreement that he would in- 
vest the sum in a home for complain- 
ant, and stock to work it,in the county 
of Dooly, which he failed to do, but 
fraudulently purchased land and stock 
with it, and took the title thereto in his 
Own name, and it is now impossible 
for herto trace the property so pur- 
chased by him with said fund—that 
the defendant, as administrator, has 
sold allthe property of his intestate. 
Wherefore, she prays that he may be 
decreed to pay to her the said $322 85, 
with the lawful interest due thereon. 
The defendant demurred to the com- 
plainant’s bill for want of equity, which 
was sustained by the court, and the 
ee excepted. The case made 
by the complainant’s bill shows that 
she had a plain, adequate, and com- 
_— remedy in acourt of law, there- 
ore, there was noerror in sustaining 
the defendant’s demurrer thereto.

teen Thousand Feet Above the 


Earth—The Descent, and How the 
Aeronant Escaped a Huge Crece-

Mr. Simmons Lynn made an ascent 
in a bailoon at Calcutta og the 29:h of 
January. He descended safely some 
miles from the -city, after an exciting 
adventure with a crocodile. Owing to 
the density of the gas supplied for the 
balloon, Mr. Lynn did not deem it ad- 
visable to take up with him Mr. L’k:- 
trange (Blondin), who was much dis- 
appointed in consequence. The bal- 
loon first moved in the direc. 
tion of Baligani, but afterwards 
shifted towards Dhappa and the Salt 
lakes. Having passed over the eastern 
boundary of Calcutta, Mr. Lynn found 
that at 4:40 o’clock it was begianing to 
move rapidly toward Tiger Point, in 
the Sunderbunds. He“escended from 
his then altitude of 13.000 feet into the 
current which was blowing fora few 
moments from the southeast. In this 
current he could not remain, and at 5 
o’clock a descent into the jungle 
seemed inevitable. He at this time 
observed that there was not a breath of 
wind over the surface of the jungle for 
3 000 feet in height. Either he must 
come down at once or be enveloped in 
darkness and have no chance of 
getting outofthe jaigie. Even with 
light the chance o! being extricated 
seemed small. While slowly descend« 
ing, and at an altitude of 10,000 feet, 
in an otherwis3 perfectly ciear atmos- 
phere, a vast plain of intense white to- 
ward the north was open to view. He 
cou!ldn’t form any conception as to the 
cause of the phenomenon, except that 
the rays from the setting sun had come 
in contact with acoid blast from the 
snowy range in the Himalayas. He 
continued his descent, and very soon 
the phenomenon was lost, but al- 
though every moment’s delay ina 
creased the risk in landing he could not 
resist the temptation of reascending to 
try and fathom this mystery; but did 
not succeed.

The 
calamity, however, is a severe one, and 
we can oniy hope that our telegram 
truthfully represents the energy that 
finds hope -in the rnin, disaster, and 
destruction of a conflagration.

THE ISSUKH UF KESUMPTIICN. 


If the formal proposition were made 
in congress to-morrow to increase the 
indebtedness of the people cne thou- 
sand millions of dollars, a how! of di- 
abolical rage would ascend on high 
from all sides. Editors would tear 
their yoluminous locks and economists 
would snoff financial ruin. And 
yet, this is preciseiy what is contem- 
plated by the resumption act. Kesump- 
tion can be reached, according to the 
testimony of the secretary of the treas- 
ury, not by an accumulation of gold 
which would add to the wealih 
of the country and  =be  al- 
together a very desirable thing, but by 
destroying the paper currency of the 
people, a procedure that not cniy adds 
to their indebtedness to the amount of 
one thousand millions, but ebsolutely 
takes from them the means of paying 
their debts. This thousand inillions 
of dollars, which is merely ten per cent 
of the entire public and private indebt- 
edness of the country, goes iuto the 
coffers of the holders of inactive capi- 
tal,and isa partof their speculative 
profits. We want to see what (eorgia 
congressman will face his constiiuents 
on this resumption issue. 


THE PUBLIC ROADS. 
The Talbotton Register urges the im- 
portance of improving our public ways. 
They are as distressingly bad a3 they 
can well be, and are going from bad to 
worse under our wretched highway 
system. The Register frankly says 
that a reform in this respect is -™possi« 
ble under the present mode oc! road- 
working. It adds: “It the entire con- 
troi of the public roads was delevated to 
the county commissioners, and they 
would adopt the system in vogue in 
England, France and in sore of the 
United States, but a short time would 
elapse before every highway in the 
county would be a turnpike, and in 
perfect order for travel at all seasons of 
the year. The system indicated is sim- 
ply the employment of a sufficient force 
under a competent supervisor, who 
shali be kept on the roads all the year 
round. It would be well if the crimi- 
nal laws of the state were so ainended 
as to keep all convicts in their respect- 
ive counties, to be employed for their 
several terms of sentence on public 


‘ works of all kinds, We need reform in 
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this matter, and it is time for the peo- 
ple to give heed to the economic im~ 
portance of good roads.” 


THE MOFFBIT KEGISTER. 


Chicago and Philadelphia are agita- 

ting tne subject ot adopting the Moffett 
register as a means of producing the 
additiona) income that each greatly 
needs. In the former city there are 
2 800 licensed saloons that sell 427,000 
drinks a day. A tax of one cent a 
drink would therefore yield $4 270a day 
or $1,500,000 a year. The papers of that 
city therefore declare that the retailer 
of liquors shou'd “punch with caire in 
the presence of the drink 

aire.” Why not? Such a 
tax would give more weeks of school. 
ing, more lamp-pests, better and clean- 
er streets, and solve many other finan~ 
cial problems that distress city author- 
ities all over the country. The Inter- 
Ovean urges the adoption of the Moffett 
register in its city, and what it says is 
as epplicable to one city as another: 
“The city has the right to license or tax 
saloons, and therefore fias the right to 
introduce the Moffett register, or to 
apply some modification of the bell- 
punch principle to the taking of drinks. 
Just what effect the application of the 
principle would have from a temper 

ance standpoint we are not prepared 
to say, but the tendency would not be 
to increase drunkenness. As asystem 
of taxation, it should. not arouse the 
hostility of the majoriiv of saloon- 
keepers, because on this pian a man 
piysa@ tax on what he sel's -the man 
wio sells the most liquor pays the most 
tex —and this feature sould not be an 
objectionable one to the saloon men 
wio now pay the same license ag Jarger 
establishments, and do not sell baif as 
much liquor. While, therefore, it isa 
matter of little moment to saloon- 
keepers, and a matter of ind:fference to 
the habitual drinker’, it is a matter of 
great importance to the city gouvern- 
men.’

trac’ to the ciiy crowds of people 
from all sections of the country. We 
have no doubt that the well-known en- 
terj:rise and liberality of our citiz_rs 

vill inaugurate a movement in the di- 
rection indicated by the Spirit. The 
meinbership of the Savannah Jockey 
cul) includes the representatives cf the 
first fami.ies of that city, and the inter 
est they manifert in their asscciation 
might weil be imitated by Atlanta. By 
all means let us have @ racing associa- 
tion. 


DEAiH OF MILLER @R/EVE 

Another gocd and useful man has 
gone to rest. Another of Georgia’s 
venerated landmarks has been re- 
moved, The Hon. Miller Grieve died 
at his residence in the city of Milledge- 
ville, Sunda» last, at the advanced age 
of se ventyxeeven years. 

Mr. Grieve belonged to the genera» 
tion that bas nearly passed away, and 
there have been few who shared more 
largely of the respect, esteem, and con» 
fidence of his contemporaries. Though 
a native of a foreign land, he was a 
true Georyian at heart, aod throughout 
aiony life, proved by his works that 
he was deeply interested in all 
that concerned his adopted 
stata and country. He 
was born in Edinburg, Scotiand, but 
when quite a boy emigrated to the 
United S:ates with his father, who 
gettied in Savannah and was a mer- 
chant by vocation. Subsequently, the 
family removed to Lexington, Ozle- 
thorpe county, where young Grieve 
entered upon the study of the law, and 
was admitted to the bar of the north- 
ern circuit. Preferring to share the 
activity ard progress of a newer com 
munity, he left the parental roof and 
settled in the city of Milledgeville, 
where he spent the remainder of his 
days. After a brief career of practice, 
he found journalism more suited to 
his taste than the profession of 
his early adeption, and became 
identified with the Southern Recorder, 
which, in association with that excel- 
lent man, the late Richard M. Orme, he 
conducted, with marked ability and 
success, through a long series of years, 
We doubt ifany weekly journal in the 
state was ever conducted with greater 
ability and dignity, or exercised a 
more widespread and decided influence 
upon popular sentiment and opicion. 
It was for many years, when dailies 
were less numerous, the leading organ 
of the old whig party of Georgia, and 
looked to with confidence that its ban- 
ner would never be dishonored in its 
hands. 

Mr. Grieve always enjoyed that solid 
species of popularity tuat is won aioue 
by honest principles and a virtuous 
life. His convictions all knew were 
sincere, and they had perfect faith that 
his conduct would be conformed there 
to. He often represented the county 
ot Baldwin in the popular branch of 
the gene:al assembly, held various 
other public trusts from time to time, 
and on the accession of Mr. Fillmore to 
the presidency, in consideration of his 
high character and intelligence, and 


va'uable party services in the various 
campaigns that preceded that event, he 
was honored with the mission to Den- 
mark, which he fil'ed with credit to 
himself and satisfaction to his govern- 
ment. 

Of late years, his health being impair- 
ed, Mr. Grieve has led the quiet life ofa 
private citizen, content to leave the 
heat and burthen of the day to younger 
and more active minds. The ties of 
family and friends, and the consclations 
of a religious faith which he had prac- 
tically illustrated in life, have been the 
chief object of bis concern ino latte 
days. He was for many vears & con- 
sistent member and influential elder 
of the Milledgeville branch of the Pres- 
byterian church, and often repreeented 
it in the various ecclesiastical bodies o! 
that denomination. Having “fought 
the good faith,” he “died the death oi 
the righteous,” and has been gathered 
to his fathers full of years, leaving be- 
hind him a good example, and a name 
without reproach. His estimable wife 
preceded him by a few years, to the 
silent land; but he has teft a numerour 
family of children, all of whom had 
outgrown parental care, and uonpum 
bered friends, to Jament that the place 
that have so long known him gha! 
know him no more.
